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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

FINANCIAL  AID  TO  STUDENTS 

Financial  aid  is  awarded  to  Stetson  students  on  the  basis  of  ability 
and  promise  and  is  available  to  all  students  who  can  establish  need  and 
who  are  maintaining  at  least  a  "C"  average  in  their  academic  work.  Aid 
is  awarded  yearly  and  must  be  renewed. 

Stetson  University  is  a  member  of  the  College  Scholarship  Service  of 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  All  applicants  for  financial  aid 
must  provide  the  committee  on  Financial  Aid  with  the  Parents'  Con- 
fidential Statement  of  family  financial  resources  and  whatever  further 
information  the  Committee  may  require.  Confidential  Statement  forms 
are  available  at  the  Financial  Aid  Office.  The  University  reserves  the 
right  to  adjust  the  amount  and  type  of  aid  if  there  is  a  change  in  the 
financial  or  academic  status  of  the  student.  Refer  to  catalogue  for 
various  financial  aid  programs. 


HEALTH   SERVICES 

The  University  INFIRMARY,  located  in  the  north  wing  of  Chaudoin 
Hall,  is  open  twenty-four  hours  a  day  with  nurses  on  duty.  The  University 
doctor,  Dr.  Landon  Smith,  is  in  the  infirmary  at  1:00  p.m.  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  at  8:00  a.m.  on  Thursdays. 

The  -fefrffi7(eTsi|y  DIETlTIANf^whose loifiee-ts^in  tlae-Commons,  is  on 
duty  in  the  diet  line  of  the  cafeteria  at  each  meal,  and  is  available  to  aid 
any  students  who  are  or  wish  to  be  on  special  diets.

TRANSPORTATION

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CAMPUS   BUILDINGS 

1.  ALLEN  HALL  is  the  student  religious  center  given  by  the  Florida  Bap- 
tist Convention.  It  houses  the  offices  of  the  Department  of  Religion,  Di- 
rector of  Religious  Activities,  BSU  Director,  classrooms,  a  prayer  room, 
meeting  rooms  for  religious  organizations,  and  recreational  facilities. 

2.  ALUMNI  HOUSE  is  used  as  a  center  for  keeping  contact  with  alumni. 
It  houses  the  Alumni  and  Development  Offices. 

3.  BRICK  PALACE  houses,  on  the  second  floor,  the  University's  COUN- 
SELING CENTER,  and  in  the  basement,  the  CELLAR  DOOR,  the  student 

^eogee  house.  A  lounge  for  graduate  students  is  on  the  first  floor. 

4.  CARLTON  STUDENT  UNION  houses  the  University  COMMONS  (cafe 
teria),  HAT  RACK  (soda  shoppe),  CUE  ROOM,  BOWLING  ALLEY,  STET- 
SON ROOM  (banquet  hall  and  auditorium),  POST  OFFICE,  student  and 
faculty   LOUNGES,   the    PLACEMENT   OFFICE,    private    DINING   ROOMS, 

EST  ROOMS,  and  the  University  BOOKSTORE. 

The  bookstore  has  all  required  textbooks  and  many  other  books, 
items  for  personal  use  and  health  care,  University  souvenirs,  supplies 
and  novelties.  Student  checks  up  to  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  may  be 
cashed  at  the  Bookstore  with  proper  identification. 

Reservations  for  guest  rooms,  meeting  rooms,  and  private  dining 
rooms  may  be  made  at  the  desk  in  the  lobby;  game  equipment  is  also 
available  there.  The  student  lounge  is  equipped  with  radio,  hi-fi,  piano, 
and  color  television.

5.  CUMMINGS  GYM  houses  the  offices  of  the  women's  physical  educa- 
tion department  as  well  as  facilities  for  women's  and  co-recreational  ac- 
tivities. It  has  a  main  floor  for  basketball,  badminton,  and  exercises.  It 
also  has  separate  classrooms,  table  tennis  and  recreational  sports  facil- 
ities, locker  and  shower  rooms,  photographic  lab,  corrective  apparatus, 
and  a  complete  equipment  room.  CUMMINGS  FIELD  is  the  center  for 
women's  outdoor  activities. 

The  six  tennis  courts  adjacent  to  Cummings  Gym  are  available  for 
limited  use  by  students,  faculty,  and  the  public  after  class  hours.  Four 
courts  for  volleyball,  handball,  paddleball,  and  tennis  practice  are  lo- 
cated West  of  the  Cummings  Gym  courts.  Tennis  equipment  may  be 
checked  out  from  the  gym.

7.  duPONT-BALL  LIBRARY,  completed  in  1964,  contains  the  books, 
periodicals,  government  documents,  maps,  and  other  materials  for  re- 
search, as  well  as  classrooms  and  the  Departments  of  English  and 
Teacher  Education.  The  Library  schedule  is  as  follows:

8.  ELIZABETH  HALL,  named  for  the  wife  of  John  B.  Stetson,  is  one  of 
the  largest  classroom  buildings  at  Stetson.  It  houses  the  administrative 
offices  and  the  UNIVERSITY  AUDITORIUM. 

9.  FLAGLER  HALL  contains  the  social  science  classrooms  and  labora- 
tories. In  the  basement  are  the  University  PRINT  SHOP  and  DATA 
PROCESSING. 

10.  GILLESPIE  MUSEUM  OF  MINERALS  was  established  at  Stetson  in 
1958,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Gillespie.  There  are  1,125  min- 
eral specimens  out  of  about  1,600  known  ones  on  display.  The  Museum 
is  considered  by  experts  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  the  United  States.  It 
has  been  said  to  be  the  second  largest  private  collection  in  the  world. 

11.  HOLLER  FOUNTAIN,  named  after  William  Holler,  is  located  in  the 
quadrangle  between  Elizabeth  Hall  and  the  duPont-Ball  Library. 

12.  HULLEY  GYMNASIUM,  named  for  a  former  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity, is  the  men's  gym  and  contains  much  of  the  athletic  equipment 
on  campus.  HULLEY  FIELD,  adjacent  to  the  gym,  serves  as  the  varsity 
baseball  practice  field  and  has  two  volleyball  courts,  two  horse  shoe 
pits,  two  paddleball  courts^  and  the  R.O.T.C.  marching  field. 

13.  HULLEY  TOWER  contains  the  Eloise  Chimes. 

14.  THE  PANHELLENIC  BUILDING  contains  apartments  for  each  of 
Stetson's  six  national  sororities. 

15.  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  BUILDING  houses  the  Stetson  University  Pub- 
lic Relations  and  Publications  Office  and  Alumni  Records. 

16.  PRESSER  HALL  —  headquarters  School  of  Music's  classrooms  and 
offices. 

17.  SAGE  HALL,  completed  in  1967,  houses  the  physical  science  class- 
rooms and  laboratories. 

18.  SAMPSON  HALL,  built  with  the  help  of  Andrew  Carnegie,  is  the 
home  of  the  fine  arts  and  language  departments.  It  contains  classrooms, 
the  language  laboratory,  the  University  art  gallery,  art  department  work- 
rooms, and,  on  the  second  floor,  the  office  of  the  department  of  Ameri- 
can studies. 

19.  STOVER  THEATRE,  located  behind  Cummings  Gym,  is  named  for 
Dr.  Irving  Stover,  a  former  professor  of  speech,  who  served  Stetson  for 
fifty-five  years.  Any  student  is  eligible  to  participate  in  Stover  Theatre 
productions,  both  in  acting  and  in  crew  work.  Watch  for  signs  announc- 
ing tryouts  and  crew  meetings.

UNIVERSITY  AND  STUDENT  JUDICIARY  COUNCILS 

STUDENT  CONDUCT 

The  University  expects  that  each  student  has  the  responsibility  to 
conduct  himself  in  a  manner  which  does  not  hinder  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  other  members  of  the  Stetson  community.  Committees  includ- 
ing students,  faculty  and  administration  are  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  establishing  University  standards.  Students  who  enroll  at  Stet- 
son University  should  become  very  familiar  with  this  section  of  The 
Compass,  as  they  will  be  responsible  for  the  information  as  set  forth  by 
the  Student  Judiciary  Councils  concerning  student  conduct. 

Since  a  student's  behavior  both  on  and  off  campus  reflects  on  the 
entire  University,  the  councils  maintain  the  right  to  adjudicate  cases 
whenever  necessary. 

Ultimately,  the  Student  Judiciary  Councils  and  the  student-faculty- 
admmistration  disciplinary  sub-committee  of  the  Student  Affairs  Com- 
mittee must  determine  what  conduct  is  appropriate  for  a  member  of  the 
Stetson  community. 

ALCOHOL 

Stetson  University  does  not  condone  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages 
The  Student  Judiciary  Councils  will  adjudicate  cases  involving  the  use 
of  said  beverages  in  or  around  the  public  areas  of  the  University  or  at 
University  functions. 

The  Councils  will  also  adjudicate  cases  involving  violations  of  the 
Florida  Statutes  and  the  Student  Code  of  Conduct. 

Since  the  University  administration  does  not  condone  the  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages  by  any  member  of  the  University  community,  appro- 
priate steps  may  be  taken  whenever  this  principle  is  violated. 

DRUGS 

Any  student  involved  in  the  illegal  manufacture,  sale,  possession,  or 
use  of  narcotics,  marijuana,  hypnotics,  sedatives,  tranquilizers,  stimu- 
lants, hallucinogens,  or  other  similar  known  harmful  or  habit-forming 
drugs  and/or  chemicals  is  subject  to  dismissal  from  the  University. 

PERSONAL  INTEGRITY 

The  personal  integrity  of  a  student  is  held  in  highest  regard  at 
Stetson.  Any  student  who,  through  acts  of  dishonesty  or  falsification  of 
information  or  perjury,  demonstrates  that  he  cannot  live  up  to  this  ideal 
will  be  liable  to  suspension. 

THEFT 

Any  student  convicted  of  theft  will  be  subject  to  suspension  from  the 
University.

Any  male  student's  violation  of  University 
and  Student  Judicial  Regulations  will  be  brought  before  the  Men's 
Council  for  decision  of  penalty.  The  penalty  derived  needs  approval 
from  the  Disciplinary  Sub-Committee  but  can  only  be  changed  by  the 
President  of  the  University.  The  Council  tries  to  develop  a  sense  of 
responsibility  and  high  standards  of  conduct  in  each  Stetson  man  as  a 
corollary  to  its  governmental  functions. 

Twelve  representatives  of  the  men  students  of  Stetson  University  sit 
on  Men's  Council.  Elections  to  the  Council  are  every  Spring  under  the 
rules  of  the  Council  Constitution:  no  more  than  three  members  of  any 
social  fraternity  may  be  members  of  the  Men's  Council  at  one  time.

ASSOCIATED  WOMEN  STUDENTS 

The  Associated  Women  Student's  function  is  to  provide  a  means  for 
Stetson  women  to  govern  themselves.  The  major  purpose  of  the  AWS 
is  to  serve  as  an  agency  to  promote  character  development  and  to  aid 
the  women  of  Stetson  University  in  becoming  responsible  individuals 
who  will  be  able  and  willing  to  meet  the  conflicts  and  challenges  of  their 
society.  The  Judicial  Council  has  the  function  to  enact  and  legislate 
social  regulations.  Appearance  before  Judicial  Council  is  mandatory. 

No  penalty  is  ever  given  by  the  Council  without  due  consideration  of 
the  violation,  its  seriousness,  and  the  individual  involved.  The  integrity 
of  each  woman  is  unquestioned  unless  she  herself  gives  rise  to  doubt.  A 
woman  is  notified  in  writing  of  her  appearance  before  Council.  She  has 
the  right  and  duty  to  refer  her  case  back  to  the  Council  if  she  feels  the 
penalty  to  be  unjustified. 

Another  important  function  of  AWS  is  to  provide  an  Interest  Board 
which  coordinates  the  function  of  the  Women's  Service  Club  and  the 
Fashion  Board.  The  AWS  through  this  Board  also  provides  programs  of 
particular  interest  to  women  students. 

Listed  below  are  regulations  which  pertain  to  residence  hall  women. 

I.    Closing  hours  for  women's  residence  halls: 

(Sunday  through  Tuesday)  (Friday,  Saturday) 

a.  freshmen  11:30  p.m.  1:00  a.m. 

b.  sophomores  11:30  p.m.  1:00  a.m. 

c.  juniors  11:30  p.m.  1:00  a.m. 

d.  seniors  11:30  p.m.  1:00  a.m. 
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II.  Honor  Keys: 

As  an  expression  of  the  faith  which  AWS  has  in  the  willingness  of 
Stetson  University  women  to  assume  increased  responsibility  for  their 
conduct,  senior,  junior  and  sophomore  women  are  granted  the  privilege 
of  using  the  residence  hall  honor  keys  for  special  occasions  which 
necessitate  their  coming  in  after  the  building  is  closed.  Seniors  and 
Juniors  have  unlimited  key  privileges.  Sophomores  have  two  key  privi- 
leges a  week. 

Qualifications  for  the  senior  key:  Any  girl  who  starts  her  fourth  aca- 
demic year. 

Qualifications  for  the  sophomore  key  are:  Any  girl  who  starts  her 
second  academic  year. 

A  woman  who  has  achieved  junior  and  senior  status  by  hour  accu- 
mulations before  her  respective  year  may  apply  to  Judicial  Council  for 
further  extension  of  her  key  privilege. 

All  keys  must  be  checked  out  at  desk  before  residence  hall  closes.  It 
is  necessary  to  sign  out  destination,  expected  time  of  return,  and  actual 
time  of  return  on  key  card. 

Abuses  of  the  key  privilege  which  are  subject  to  investigation  and 
penalty  by  the  Judicial  Council  are: 

1.  Loss  of  key  is  a  serious  offense  because  it  endangers  the  safety 
of  each  woman  in  the  residence  hall,  and  this  loss  is  subject  to  revoca- 
tion of  the  key  privilege  and/or  monetary  fine. 

2.  All  keys  must  be  checked  in  by  8:00  a.m.  Failure  to  do  so  may 
result  in  revocation  of  key  privilege. 

3.  No  woman  may  allow  another  person  to  enter  the  residence  hall 
on  her  key  nor  may  she  give  her  key  to  anyone  else.  (Special  permission 
may  be  granted  for  out-of-town  guests  by  the  residence  hall  president. 

III.  Off-campus  and  over  night  permissions: 

Off-campus  — 

Seniors:  Sign  out  at  residence  hall  desk  on  PINK  cards,  giving 
destination  and  time  of  return. 

Juniors  and  Sophomores:  Sign  out  when  going  home  on  the 
YELLOW  Cards  "AWS."  If  going  to  other  destination  other  than 
home,  sign  out  with  Head  Resident. 

Freshmen:  Sign  out  for  ALL  overnights  on  YELLOW  card  with 
Head  Resident. 

NOTE:  ALL  women  are  required  to  sign  out  for  holidays.  All  women  sign 
out  on  WHITE  cards  if  spending  the  night  in  another  residence  hall,  the 
INFIRMARY  OR  PANHELLENIC  building.  Cards  must  be  signed  by  HEAD 
RESIDENT. 

First  semester  freshmen  who  will  be  out  of  the  residence  hall  after 
8:30  p.m.,  sign  out  on  their  WHITE  permission  cards,  giving  destination 
and  time  of  return.

Registration  of  automobiles  is  part  of  every  student's  university  reg- 
istration, and  is  done  so  at  the  same  time,  or  when  a  car  is  brought  onto 
campus.  Failure  to  comply  will  subject  the  student  to  a  $5.00  fine.  If  not 
paid  within  ten  days  the  fine  will  be  doubled. 

REGULATIONS  .   .   . 

A  set  of  traffic  and  parking  regulations  is  issued  to  every  student 
upon  registration. 

PERMITS  .   .   . 

If  a  student  brings  an  automobile  on  campus  for  less  than  three 
weeks,  he  must  apply  at  the  office  for  a  special  permit  which  is  issued 
without  charge.  Failure  to  apply  will  be  considered  non-registration  and 
the  same  fine  will  beimposed. 

Any  student  (freshmen  included)  may  have  an  automobile  on  cam- 
pus unless  he  is  on  academic  probation  or  social  probation  or  receiving 
financial  aid  from  the  university.

INTERCOLLEGIATE  SPORTS 

MEN'S   INTRAMURALS 

Stetson's  physical  education  department  and  the  Intramural  Board 
provide  a  varied  intramural  sport  program  for  all  men  desiring  to  partici- 
pate. Teams  are  entered  by  the  Greek  fratenities  and  by  the  independent 
Men's  Oganization.  A  wide  range  of  sports  including  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis,  golf,  badminton,  volleyball,  bowling,  table  tennis, 
paddleball,  riflery,  cross-country,  and  horseshoes  is  played.  Points  are 
awarded  in  each  sport  and  the  organization  accumulating  the  greatest 
number  of  points  throughout  the  year  is  awarded  the  President's  Cup. 
Any  team  winning  three  years  in  a  row  retires  the  trophy.  Other  awards 
are  the  Achievement  Trophy  to  the  team  showing  the  greatest  improve- 
ment during  the  year,  and  the  Intramural  Athlete  of  the  Year  Award 
presented  to  the  individual  who  wins  the  most  number  of  points  during 
the  year. 

Athletic  events  are  conducted  by  round  robin,  elimination,  and 
double  elimination  tournaments  depending  on  the  sport.  Points  are 
awarded  to  teams  placing  first,  second  and  third.  In  case  of  a  tie,  play- 
offs are  set  up.
